can wing, assailed the board of public 
works for illegally letting the contract 
for the city’s supply of coal.

charged that the board is now paying 
John McGuire $ 2.60 a ton for coal 
which could be obtained for $ 1.95 from 
other dealers. 
The annual coal con­ 
tract ex pired May 1. but since that 
tim e the board has bought coal of Mc­ 
Guire at the old rate. 
As the city con­ 
sum es 300 tons a m onth. Councilman 
Jackson figured that the city was los 
Ing about $ 180 a m onth by reason of 
the alleged Illegal contract. 
As a result of his statem ent, the city 
council took out of the hands of the 
m ayor the appointm ent of a com m it­ 
tee of three to investigate the charges 
and subpena coal dealers to ascertain 
the price of coal.
